BALLOT REFORM ASSURED. 


Both Houses Pass the Bill as Reported by 
the Conference Committee. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 10.—[{Special. ]—The 
Ballot Reform bill will become a law. The 
report of the conference committee came into 
the House this morning and was adopted by 
an overwhelming vote. The same course ob- 
tained in the Senate when the report was made 
to that body. | 

The bill applies to all electionsexcept for 
trustees of schools, school directors, and other 


local elections of this character, and secures 


the printing of ballots. It declares specific- 
ally that the candidates whose name shall ap- 
pear on the ballots must be the nominees of a 
convention. Nomination may also be made 
oh papers, signed by not less than 1,000 voters 
of the office sought to be filled by the voters 
of the State. Similar methods of nomina- 
tions are devised in respect to offices of lesser 
importance. 

All the general provisions of the bill have 
already appeared in Tun Trisunz. It does 
not disturb the hours of opening and closing 
the polls ia Chicago. In the country outside 
of Chicago it provides that the polls shall open 
at 7 in the morning and close at5p.m. The 
most important amendment added by the 
Senate, and which is concurred in by the 
House, is that providing for stringing the bal- 
lots on a wire, whichis to be knotted and 
sealed, so the ballots may be preserved for six 
months, or, in case of acontest, until the 
contest be decided. The same amendment 
provides that the ballots shall, in case of their 
destruction, be burned in view of representa- 
tives of ali parties concerned by the County 
Clerk, such representatives to be selected by 
the County Judge. 

Another amendment provides that the law 
shali be published in newspapers of each po- 
litical party in the counties and also in pam- 
phlet form for the guidance and instruction 
of the voters. 


CHICAGO SCHOOL-BOARD BILL. 


Advanced to Third Reading in the House 
Despite Vigorous Opposition. 
' Spriverietp, III., June 10.—[Special.]— 
Chicago’s School after the Ist of July 
next, will probably consist of twenty-one 
members. This afternoon Mr. McInerney 
demonstrated his ability as a parliamentarian 
and his popularity in the House by having the 
measure called up out of its order and ad- 
vanced to a third reading as a Senate bill. 
Messrs. O'Donnell and Norsworthy of the 
Committee on Education, influenced “by let- 


‘ters which] they had received from Allan C. 


Story, an ex-member of the Chicago board, 
objected to the consideration of it. The House 
suspended its rules, 91 to 29, however, and 
took it up. Mr. Norsworthy then proposed a 
“killing” amendment, providing that one- 
third of the new members should be women. 
This was voted down by a large majority. Mr. 
O’Donnell then proposed an amendment pro- 
posing that half of the new members should 
be Republicans and half Democrats. This 
drew from Mr. O’Connell an eloquent protest. 
He said the Chicago schools had better be 
kept out of politics. This was an effort to 
drag them in. Mr. O’Donnell’s motion was 
voted down, and the bill in the form in which 
it was introduced is now a Senate bill on third 
reading and it will be passed tomorrow or the 
day after. 

Mr. Townsend of Cook succeeded in having 
the rules suspended for the purpose of taking 
up the Senate bill amending the Mechanics’ 
Lien law. It was read a second time, and Mr. 
Dawdy moved to strike out the enact- 
ing clause of the bill. He insisted that 
it would be a hardship upon the 
owners and builders of buildings by re- 
quiring them to wait a certain time 
after the completion of the building before 
they could settle witn the contractors. Mr. 
Townsend insisted and was supported by Mr. 
Burns that the bill was demanded by labor or- 
ganizations, contractors, and builders of Chi- 
cago without distinction. The motion to 
strike out the enacting clause was defeated 
and the bill was ordered to third reading. 


REFORMATORY BILL IN DANGER, 


In the Hands of a Conference Committee 
to Modify Its Provisions. 
Syrhinarrexp, III., June 10,—[Special. ]—The 
Prison Reformatory bill is now in the posses- 
sion of a conference committee consisting of 


Senators Sheets, Bogardus, and Thiele, and 


Representatives Dixon of Lee, Jones of San- 
gamon, and Partridge of Lake. According to 
the statements of Senator Sheets the bill has 
been amended so as to cripple the institution 
at Pontiac, which is to be used as a reforma- 
tory. According to an amendment plastered 
on the bill the earnings of the institution are 
to be paid mto the State Treasury. The 
school earns about $130,000 per annum and 
this money is necessary for the support of the 
institution. The bill is in danger of defeat 
now, as its enemies in the House will do all in 
their power to prevent the receding from the 
amendments. 

The Committee on Conference has been in 
session all evening and has adjourned until 
tomorrow afternoon, without agreement. The 
Republicans want a recession from the House 
amendments in the main, particularly those 
relative to the earnings of the iustitution and 
the appointment of a chaplain. It is not im- 
probable the bill will die in committee unless 
the Senate reconsider ita action, and accept 
the bill as it is.

ARCHITECTURAL IRONWORKERS DE- 
CIDE UPON RADICAL ACTION, 


— 


Negotiations Pending the Last Two Months 
Come to Naught— 4A Big Mecting Held 
and an Ultimatum Prepared for the 


Bosses— They Demand Eight Hours and 


Thirty Cents an Hour for Mechanics and 
Twenty for Helpers. 


There will be a strike of architectural iron- 
workers next Monday morning unless the 
employers grant the terms they demand. The 
outlook is that no concessions will be made 
by the employers except possibly in the case 
of two or three firms. 

The ironworkers met last night at Carpen- 
ters’ Hall. President F. C. Dorn was in the 
chair and 900 men crowded in. After a ses- 
sion of four hours the action indicated above 
was agreed on, The employers have no 
organization. The tenor of the speech made 
was to the effect that negotiations had been 
pending for two months, that the workers had 
made many reasonable propositions, that the 
bosses had persistently refused to listen to 
them, and that definite action must be 
taken. | 

A committee to present the ultimatum to 
the bosses was appointed, consisting of F. C. 


Dorn, O. H. Hill, Thomas Lynch, George 


Robinson, and E. Schultz. They were also 
authorized to act as a strike committee in 
case the bosses refused the demands. 

The Architectural Ironworkers’ Union is a 
new organization. Drawn together within 
the last year they number now about 1,000 


men, 
What They Demand, 


The demands they will make are: Eight 
hours a day work and 380 cents an hour for 


mechanics and 20 cents for helpers. They | 


now work ten hours. Mechanics receive va- 
rious prices from 15 to 25 and 30; helpers re- 
ceive 15 cents. 

Those who will strike are the shop-men.“ 
that class of ironworkers who finish the lighter 
portions of the great down-town steel build- 
ings, as well as those who put the works in 
place.

DISFIGURED MR. JACQUER’, DAUGHTER. 


The Boston Man Tells ot the Outrage gut- 
fered at the Hands of an Etalian Mob. 


Boron, Mass., June: 10.—({ Special. |} —Will- 


iam W. Jacquesof Boston, who was assaulted 
by a mob in Florence soon after the New 
Orleans tragedy in this ¢ountry, has sent a 
personal statement of the outrage to friends 
here in which hé declares the matter is much 
more serious than the Italian’ Government 
will admit. He was himself hurt by the stones, 
while his daughter received a cut which will 
disfigure her face for life. The Italian author- 
ities, furthermore, have taken the liberty to 
open Mr. Jacques’ private mail and telegrams.

EDITOR PENROSE MURDERED AT BUTTE. 


He Had Incurred the Enmity of “Pro- 
. fessional Workingmen.” 

HxLxNA, Mont., June 10.—[Special. ]—Ed- 
itor J. Penrose of the Butte Mining Journal 
was murdered in that city about 1 o’clock this 
morning. He had been at his home during 
the night, but at that hour he left for down- 
town. A few steps from his own house he met 
a friend to whom he spoke and passed on. 
Penrose went a block further at the corner 
of Galena and Montana streets was struck 
on the head with a billet of wood, knocked 
down, and a revolver held to his left temple 
and fired, the bullet entering his brain and 
causing instant death.

The trouble grew 
out of his opposition to the Eight-Hour bill 
introduced in the last Legislature, of which 
he was a member. Some think he was killed 
by personal enemies whom he‘ had assailed in 
this warfare.

The handsome residence quadrangle known 
as Chalmers place, away out on the North- 
west Side, had a veritable sensatiòn yesterday 
morning, It was an eviction scene, and, 
judging from the comments of the neighbors, ’ 
it was almost as pathetic and dramatic as a 


‘similar event in Ireland when the crowbar. 


brigade goes out to tear off the thatched roof 
of a hillside shanty or when the “gillies ” of 
a landlord throw out of doors the family of a 
crofter on the highlands of Scotland. 

Chalmers place is a semi-private and se- 
cluded district in the heart of a populous sec. 
tion of the city. It is boundea by Halsted 
street, Sheffield, Belden, and Fullerton ave- 
nues, and is the property of the MeCormick 
Theological Seminary, the buildings of which 
occupy the eastern line of the quadrangle. A 
highly respectable, religious, and intelli- 
gent class of tenants occupy the handsome 
houses which front upon the large square and 
grassy plats in the center, 

One year ago last May Dr. Charles H. 
Berry, the noted specialist, rented No. 20 in 
the place, a roomy corner dwelling, and used 
it as a residence, and also took charge of a 


few patients there. Mr. and Mrs. McHarg 


and four children also occupied a portion of 
the house, 

Mr. Chapman, the agent of the property 
for the trustees of the seminary, wis 
to get control of the house the 
first of last month, but through some misun- 
derstanding Dr. Berry refused to vacate. The 
doctor says that although his written lease 
was only for a year there was an understand- 
ing that he could have the house fortwo years. 
On the first of this. month he tendered the 
rent, but it was refused and he was again 
ordered to vacate. He did not do it, 
but some of the family say it was 
his intention to do so by July I, or before if 
he could secure another convenient residence. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Berry and Mr. Mc- 
Harg left on business, leaving no one in the 
house but women and children, including 
three ,bed-ridden invalids, one of whom was 
Dr. Berry’s wife. 

How They Were Evicted. 

About 10 o’clock Mrs. McHarg says a man 
named Ullam, the custodian of the seminary 
property aad premises, came to the back door 
of the house and asked the cook to 
let him in to fix a window 
that needed tightening. Having got inside 
he then asked permission to go up-stairs 
to remedy some defect in another 
window. She said he might do so. 
He then hurried to the front door and 
opened it and invited a constable and 
four muscular laborers to come in. Thus he 
gained entrance to the house, and at once 
gave orders to clear it of everything from 
basement to roof, and if the men found any 


doors barred they were to break them open. 


And the work of putting everything in sight 
out of doors promptly commenved. — 

By this time the ladies, who were on the 
floor above, heard the commotion, and Mrs. 
McHarg ran down-stairs to learn the 
cause, It needed no explanation, and then she 
pleaded. for. time to pack ap her most’ 
valuable possessions, promising at the same 
time that the premises thereupon would be 
vacated. Her request was refused, she claims, 
and the order given more imperatively to the 
men to throweverything out. And then work of 
desolation commenced in earnest. Beds, 
mattresses, pictures, chairs, and other articles 
were thrown out of windows, it is claimed, 
when it was more convenient to get rid of 
them that way than to carry them 
through a door. Where the articles landed 
seemed not to be a consideration with the 
able-bodied furniture-movers. 

The noise and the bustle soon attracted the 
women and children of the neighborhood and 
indignation became intense. 

O0, what a shame!” O, aint it cruel!’ 
“Why doesn’t somebody stop them?” and 
numerous other indignant and protesting 
phrases were heard on every side. 

But the work of clearing the house went on. 
Silverware was placed upon the sidewalk, a gold 
bracelet was dropped on the porch, and the 
piano was placed where the flying dust could 
hit it. Mrs. McHarg says she asked that the 
men be allowed to move it into a 
neighbor’s house and she would pay them 
for it, but she was answered that the 
men were hired not to move furniture in but 
out. And then the chorus of women’s and 
children’s protests rose louder than ever, and 
indignation and cries ot Shame!” began to 
echo around the quadrangle. 

Ordered to Open the Doors, 

Some of the doors up-stairs were locked 
after the commotion began, especially those 
occupied by the patients, but when the evicting 
force approached them they were ordergd to 
break them open, and a hatchet had already 
been used on one of the doors, to the added 
terror of the inmates, according to Mrs. Mc- 
Harg. 

The men of the residences in the square had 
all gone to business, and the women and chil- 
dren could only look on and express their feel- 
ings in condemnatory phrases and indignant 
exclamations. | 

The work of dispossession was continued 
until it was complete and the house denuded. 
The invalids were taken care of by neighbors, 
and the doctor and his wife and Mr. McHarg 
and his family were honored guests last night 
of other tenants of the Theological Seminary 
residing in Chalmers place. 

The theme of the neighborhood last night 
was the eviction scene, and scarcely a word 


could find ne palliation for what they called 
an outrageous and disgraceful proceeding. 
Apparently the whole place was up in arms, 
and the social, not the legal, phase of the dis- 
pute between Dr. Berry and the seminary was 
alone considered.

LAST HONORS TO SIR JOHN 


REMAINS OF CANADA’S DEAD STATES- 
) MAN TAKEN TO KINGSTON. 


The Body to Be Buried by the Side of His 
Relatives Near the Little City on the 
Banks of the St. Lawrence—Dignitaries 
Follow the Body from the Parliament 
House to the Church and Then to the 


Train—Ayrangements for the Ceremo- 
nies of Today. 


Orrawa, Ont., June 10.— The space in front 
of the Parliament buildings was filled with a 
vast crowd this morning. Those present were 
anxious to do honor to the dead statesman 
whose body was about to be borne away. 

The Governor-General, accompanied by his 
staff, arrived shortly after 1 o’clock and en- 
tered the buildings, where he was met by the 
ex-Ministers. They entered the draped 
chamber, which was adorned with floral 
tributes. Six policemen raised the casket 
shoulder-high and conveyed it out of the 
chamber down the broad flight of steps and 
placed it in the hearse, which stood directly in 
front of the main entrance. His Excellency 
and staff followed the remains from the Sen- 
ate Chamber to the hearse. 

As the casket was placed in the hearse the 
large bell in the tower overhead tolled out dis- 
mally, and immediately a hundred church 
bells and minute guns added their doleful 
music to the strain. This was kept up during 
the funeral’s progress. 

The cortége was then formed. In the pro- 
cession were the Governor-General and staff, 
members of the Cabinet and other notabili- 
ties. The cortége was the largest ever seen in 
Canada and was truly a noble tribute to the 
dead. The body was taken to the Episcopal 
church, where appropriate services were held. 

After leaving the church the procession re- 
formed and proceeded to the train, in which 
were cars for the Cabinet Ministers, a car 
specially fitted up for the remains, and the 
private car Metapedia for Lady Macdon- 
ald and family. heavily

He next went to Sterling, II., and in 
1878 he removed to Peoria. Here he engaged in 
distilling and yeast making.

Has 


Rabbi Abraham Rubanovich, Who 
Just Emigrated from Russia. 

Rabbi Abraham Rubanovich reached Chi- 
cago yesterday direct from Solel, in the Prov- 
ince of Kovna, Russia. The rabbi 1s descend- 
ed from a long line of rabbis whose teachings 
have been deemed sacred by the Jews of the 
provinces in which they lived. The last of 
these rabbis is 64 years old and has been a 
rabbi for forty years. 

Two years ago his son Leopold came to Chi- 
cago, and after his brief sojourn here advised 
his father to come, Yesterday the rabbi and 
his wife came and were received by a number 
of the members of the Church of the Congre- 
gation Ohaveh-Sholom, the church of which 
he will become the rabbi. 

Mr. Rubanovich is as robustas a man of 
35. He talks Russian, Hebrew, German, and 
the Jewish pAtois. 

No one in Russia knows whence or why 
restrictions are placed on the Jews, said he 
last night. All sorts of reports are rife. 
One says a Jew cannot do this, another says a 
Jew cannot do that, and the Jews fear for 
their lives. The government's officials are se- 
vere, and tyranny in all its forms is practiced. 

“When I wanted to leave I determined to 
dispose of my household effects. No one 
would buy. All were afraid to pay for pro 
erty they expected the government might 
seize. No one buys anything, and the country 
is getting poorer and poorer. They are ex- 
erting their influence to prevent people 
from going to America. Permits to cross 
the border are given only for business trips 
and are carefully guarded. The Jews are 
driven from place to place and are not per- 
mitted to leave the country. If they suspect 
a Jew is going to leave the country he 1s ar- 


Just before I left Russia a bridegroom 
and wedding party were thrown in prison be- 
cause thay. had baggage and victuals while 
going from one town to another, and the po- 
fice thought they were going to leave the 
country. The Poles are as severely dealt 
with as the Jews. The Polish farmers, how- 
ever, are not disturbed.”

AFTER THE FUREIGN LOTTERIES. 


The Postoffice Authorities Seeking a Way 
to Dehy Them the Mails. 

The postoffice authorities and Treasury offi- 
cials have made the discovery that although 
the Louisiana State Lottery company has been 
nearly stopped from doing business through 
the nails, the foreign companies are working 
extensively throughout the country. 

Recently an amount of mail from the Ham- 
burg (Germany) Lottery company was 
detained by Special Agent Scanian, 
and the addressees sent for. They 
opened the mail and it contained lottery 
tickets, but there was no law which authorized 
their seizure and they were allowed to be 
taken away. A recent decision of the Treas- 
ury Department says that there is no provision 
of the statute prohibiting the importation of 
lottery tickets otherwise than by mail. 

Special Agent Scanlan of the Treasury De- 
partment says he thinks he has hit upon a 
scheme to stop the sale of foreign lottery 
tickets. He believes them to be dutiable, and 
all dutiable goods sent by mail are subject to 
seizure. Mr. Scanlan has asked an opinion as 
to whether lottery tickets are dutiable, and if

Increased Traffic Over the Rush and State 
Street Bridges. 

If people find it hard to get across the 
river from the North to the South Side now, 
what will it be next summer? said a marine 
man yesterday. The Northern Michigan 
line of steamers and some other boats recently 
moved their docks to the Lake-Front and the 
handling of freight to and from these docks 
has made matters worse at Rush and State 
streets. he added. 

Next season the Erie steamer line and 
probably the Lackawanna and Montreal lines 
will join the rest of them on the north side of 
the river east of Rush street. When all this 
increased traffic is crowded on Rush and State 
streets travel will become difficult.’’ 

The plan of tunneling the river at Rush 
street is regarded by marine men as the only 
solution of ‘the difficulty. 


AGAIN THE CANAL STREET BRIDGE. 


It Leads to a $30,000 Damage Suit Against 


the City. 

Thomas Lonergan has sued the city for $30,- 
000 damages because, he claims, the pier of 
the Canal street bridge obstructs the channel 
of the river so he is unable to use his dock. 
He owns 148 feet of wharfage at this point, 
and says the bridge has ruined it, because a 
vessel lying there completely obstructs the 
river, and he is compelled to abandon his dock 
privileges for the cause of navigation. 

The bill of complaint is made against the 
city, and the settlement of the case will prob- 
ably involve the question whether the Chicago 
River is a navigable stream. Its importance 
lies in the fact that the courts will be called on 
to pass on the right of the Canal street bridge 
to remain where itis. When Mr. Lonergan 
purchased the property the riparian rights 
were included, he says, and it is partly on this 
point that he bases his claim. 


MUSTN’T CARRY GILDED NICKELS, 


Jewelers Protest Against Capt. Porter's 
Ruling, but He Sticks to It. 

Capt. Porter’s determination to treat as 
counterfeit money all money that is gilded 
and made into scarf pins or any kind of or- 
nament has roused the ire of jewelers gener- 
ally. Several dealers called at the Secret 
Service office yesterday and protested against 
Capt. Porter’s strict interpretation of the law, 
and the editor of a journal devoted to the in- 
terests of the trade gave him a scoring. Capt.

' |) BEFORMATORY FOR YOUTHS. 

The passage by the House of the Senate bill 
for the conversion of the Pontiac Reform 
School for Boys into a reformatory for first- 
term convicte under 21, who are being sent 
now to Joliet or Chester, is the first step taken 
by this State to save those who have just en- 
tered on a life of crime. Much has been done 
for the punishment of criminals but nothing 
for their redemption. After this law goes into 
effect, the young man who has offended for 
the first time will not be sent to a penitentiary 
to be tutored by hardened offenders, 
but will de given a chance to lead 
an honest life. If he behaves well in 
confinement, and satisfies those in charge of 
him that he is honest at heart, he will be held 
for a short time only and released on parole. 
If he conducts himself properly after regain- 
ing his conditional freedom it will depend en- 
tirely on himself whether he visits a prison 
again. The probabilities are that a large ma- 
jority of these first-timers will be saved, while 
now most of them stick to crime and cause a 
hundred times more expense to the State than 
their reformation can cost.

TO RUN POSTAL CARS ON CABLE TRAINS. 


A Novel Scheme to Facilitate the Handling 
of Mail in Large Cities. 

Wasutnatron, D. C., June 10.—[Special.]— 
The Postmaster-General is just now very 
much interested in a unique and apparently 
practical scheme of Postmaster Harlow of St. 
Louis. His plan is to facilitate the collection 
and delivery of mail in large cities by the in- 
troduction of a system much like that of 
the railway mail service.

PORTER’S LONG VACATION 


HE WILL TRAVEL ABOUT EUROPE UN- 
TIL ITALY COMES TO ITS SENSES. 


Rudini May Now Send Fava Back Without 
Making Any Embarrassing Explana- 
tions—Knights of Labor Again Defeated 
in Their Efforts Against Capt. Meredith

Wasurnerox, D. C., June 10.—[Special.}]— 

Italy and the United States have not muvh 

divlomatic business on hand just now, but 


there is no reason on that account for giving 


undue importance to the vacation of Minister 
Porter. He is merely going to enjoy himeelf 
in Europe until Italy sends some one to the 
United States to replace Baron Fava. Unlike 
the latter Mr. Porter has not been recalled 
officially. This country does not know that 
the Italian Minister has been recalled, but 
merely that he has been granted an unlimited 
leave of absence, So the way is really open to 
Marquis Rudini to send Fava back to Wash- 
ington without the need of embarrassing 
explanation. Some time before the New Or- 
leans episode Minister Porter secured leave 
of absence from the department, but delayed 
his departure from Rome on account of the 
negotiations resulting from that affair. He 
has now been constantly in Rome for consid- 
erably more than a year, which is not usual in 
the ministerial service. Of course the officials 
of the State Department are unwilling to ad- 
mit that any such signification is to be given 
Minister Porter’s absence from Rome, but 
there are diplomatic reasons why this state of 
affairs should exist without an official state- 
ment of the reasons, which must be left to im- 
plication. 
POLITICS AND THE INDIANS 


Opposition to the Schoel at Genoa, Neb., 
May Result in Its Abandonment. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Commissioner Morgan 
of the Indian Bureau has received a second letter 
from Supt. Backus of the Genoa, Neb., industrial 
school for Indian children, explaining more fully 
the situation in that section as to the employment 
of Indian children in the beet fields. In his let- 
ter Mr. Backus, owing to the opposition of the 
working people about Norfolk, advises against 
putting the boys out to work and says:: We 
have three political parties in this State at the 
present time, about 70, in each party. One 
party is composed of the Farmers’ Alliance and

The Commissioner fur- 
ther asks that if in the judgment of the Superin- 
tendent the people of Nebraska are so hostile to 
the school in its endeavor to make intelligent, in- 
dependent citizens of its Indian pupils whether it 
would not be best to stop all projected improve- 
ments with a view to cl the school and 
abandoning the enterprise. The money, he says, 
can be expended to advantage in States where 
the citizens are only too glad to have these in- 
stitutions of learning.
